Council that were Friends of my Lord of Danby. 

L. C.F. Knox adviſed this, did he ? 

Sir IV. Waller. No, they ſaid Mr. Cheyney did. They went 
afterwards ( and they did all confeſs it ) ro Mr. Dewy, and 
M-. Dewy gave them the ſame Anſwer, that he could not 
meddle with 1t; and after this, Mr. Knox went and took fe- 
veral Lodgings for them, fearing that Dr. Oates would han 
after them 3 and one Lodging, amongſt others, was I thiok 
the Three Flewei-1c-Luces 1n White- Fryers.

Either the next day , or ſome ſhort time after, as I remem- 
ber, Mr. Knox came to me with another Gentleman, and he 
brought Papers in his hands ready written; he told me that 
they were Informations of one Lane and Osborne ( as I re- 
member thoſe were the names he mentioned then) and they 
were againſt Mr. Oates. Then I begap to look upon it as 
ſomething extraordinary , the Parliament being then ſitting, 
and the Committee of each Houle having the Examination of 
this buſineſs. Said I, Mr. Knox, you have been a Juſtice of 
Peace's Clerk ( for I knew him fo) and you know 'tis very 
unuſual to take Informations againſt a perſon without the 
parties being preſent, if he may be had to croſs-examine the 
Witneſſes upon Interrogatories, as the Caſe may be : and 
beſides, this looks as if it were to take Informations againſt the 
King ; which we never do upon Oath.

for, ſaid he,my Lord hears that my Lord of Shaftesbury and 
the Duke of Buckzngham do cabal with him againſt my Lord. 
But if my Lord could but find out his Enemies, he would 
oppoſe them, and ſtrive to bafile them. My Lord, to en- 
courage me to this , he told me he would carry * me to his 
Lord, though it were at mid-night, to diſcourſe with him.

Wiggins. My Lord Treaſurer : and he ſaid he ſkould give 
me incouragement to go on. Said I, Does my Lord\know of 
this ? Yes, faid he, I told-my Lord I had a friend lived with 
Mr. Bedloe , -and he gave me incouragement to goon 'and 
Treat with him. And he {aid moreover, my Lord, Mr. Oates 
and Bedloe were two great Rogues; that the King believed 
not a word they ſaid ; andas ſoon as he bad heard all _y 
could fay, they ſhould be Hanged.

Wiggins. He ſaid , That Oates and Bedloe were great 
Rogues, and that the King knew them to be ſo ; and when 
he had heard what they could _ would hang them. 

Mr. 
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Mr. Williams. Pray upon your Oath, did he ofter you any 
money, or any reward / 

Wiggins. He offered me not any particular ſum , but he 
told me I ſhould have fatisfaftion and reward, or any Place 
in my Lords diſpoſal I ſhould be entertained into, it I went 
away upon this buſineſs. 

Mr. Williams. Did he fay any thing to you, to invite you, 
or incaurage you to Swear againſt your Maſter ? 

Wiggins. No, but he told me my Lord ſhould give me 
direCtions how to go on. ., 

Mr. Recorder. What ſay you as to Lane and Osborne ? 

Wiggins. I did not know them at that time. 

Mr. Recorder. What time after was it that you did; know 
them ? 

Wiggins. 1 met with them a little while after , and they 
were diſcourſing all together , but L had no. diſcourle with 
them. 

M+. Recorder. Did, Knox at any time ſpeak.to you , to 
bring him into the Company. of Lene and Oshorne # 

Wiggins. No, Sir, 

Mr, Recorder. This was the firſt time you met with him a+ 
bout this matter ? 

Wiggins. Yes, it was. 

L. C. 7. What did you promiſe Knox you would do ? 

Wiggins. Titold him I would do him any ſervice that lay 
it my power, but nothing that would be to my Maſters pre- 
judice ; and I was appointed by him to meet hum at my 
Lord Treaſurers, 

L. C. 7. And what other meetings had you befides? 

V Viggins. I was but twice with him. 

L. C. 7. Youneveragreed to any thing ? 

V Viggins. Itold it my Maſter, and it was diſcovered ſoon 
after, ſo that the Lords came to hear it. 

Mr. Att. Gen. Where is Mrs. VViggins ? What do you 
know of any endeavours to corrupt this Evidence ? 

Mrs. VViggins. know no more than what my Son knows 3 ; 
he firſt. came to my-Houſe. 

L.C. 7. Who? | 

Mrs. Wiggins. Mr. Knox; and asking me where my/Son 
was, I told him he lived with Mr. Bedloe : and he faid,. he 
very much rezoyced at it, and defired/to.{peak with him. [I 
told him, No, he could not,for his Maſter had ſo much employ- 
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ment for him, that it was very ſeldom I my felt could get a 
ſight of him. Said he , I have a little concern with him ; 
and he living with Mr. Bed/oe, may do my Lord Treaſurer 
great ſervice ; and doing my Lord Treaturer lervice, he does 
his Majeſty ſervice ; for his Majeſty loves my Lord Trea- 
ſurer above all things in the world. And he would not be 
contr2dicted, but he would fee him. Then the next day [I 
rold him he thould come, and we appointed to-go to him ; 
but he ſhould not fee him alone without me, Ftold him ; he 
told me he deirred it not. He came accarding to the ap- 
pomntment, and | carricd him to Charing-croſs to an Ale-houle, 
and there þ fent a Porter for my Son, and he came : and 
the firſt thing he ſaid to him was, I am mighty joyful ro know 
you live with Mr. Bedloe ; you may do my Lord great fer- 
vice : In what, fays my.

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Mrs.Wiggins. No.

Mrs. Wiggins. In February, the latter end. 

Mr. Serj. Maynard Mr. Dewy, who came in company with 
Mr. K nox to you ? 

Mr. Dewy. One Mr. Blayden. 

Mr. Serj. Maynard. Who 1s that ? 

Mr. Dewy. Steward ro my Lord of Danby, I think. 

Mr. Serj. Maynard. Here 1s Slightam again, my Lord. 

Mr. Att. Gen. What have you to {ay more ? 

Slightam. Mr. Lane told me they had many Treats, and 
had ſo much money, a Guiney, as I think he told me, to 
ſwear againſt Mr. Oates. 

L. C. 7. Who gave it him ? 

Sliphtam. Mr. Osborne, or Mr. Knox, I can't tell which. 

L C. 7. Wheredid Lane tell you lo ? 

Slightam. In Priſon. 

L.C. 7. In what Priſon ? 

Slightam. In the Gatchoule. 

Mr. Williams. Call Mr. Palmer. ( who was ſworn.) We call 
him to corroborate what that young man VVzggins hath ſaid. 

Mr. Palmer. What he hath told here, he diſcovered:firſt to 
me, and I diſcovered to his Maſter, that Mr. Knox would have 
had:him to take a Journal of his maſters aCtions, and to pive 
it him-every day. My Lord, I'am one of the Yeomen of the 
Guard, and I waited upon Mr. Bedloe, and he defired mie to 
help him ro a Clerk. : © I helped him ro YViggins, this young 
mad. | He had nor. been there three weeks , or a very little 
time , when Knox came to him to tempt him; and being a 
firanger to his maſter,he knew not how to diſcover itto him, 
and told me.Such a thing i is offered to me,butI am a ſtranger to 
my maſter,and I know not how to break it to him. 

L. C. 7. The uſe you make of this, is no more , but 
onely ro corroborate what he hath ſaid , that he told it him 
while ir was freſh, and that it is no new marter of his inven- 
tion now. 

Mr. Recorder. It is very right, my Lord, that is the uſe we 
make of it. Call Thomas Danger field. © ( ads was ſworn. ) 

Mr. V Villiams. Pray, Sir, give an account what you know 
concerning Mr. K nox and My. Lane, and what deſi ns they 
have had againſt Mr. Oates, and who ſupported them and 
mainrained them in it. 
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Mr. Dangerfield. My Lord, all that I have .co ſay 
in this Caſe, is this: I do think it was in the Month of 
June | was at my Lord Caftlemams, and he asked me, if | 
had been imployed in a buſineſs of Knox and Lane, that 
were Priſo t the Gatehouſe : I told him, Not. His 
Lordſhip Men wrote a Letcer ro my Lady Powis, and 
deſired I mighe be imployed in.it : And ſhe did cell me 
chat it was a thing of material conſequence, and that 
[ ſhould be furniſhed with money for the getting of 
Knox and Lane out. I took all opportunities for the 
doing of ir that were rieceſlary. 1 went co the Gate- 
houſe, made enquiry after Lane ; and took care with his 
Mother to relieve him, for I heard he was in an indigent 
condition at that time. | 

L. Ch. Juſt. Did you give his Mother the money ? 

Mr. Dangerfield. Yes , my Lord; Twenty ſhillings, 
and I had that money _ from Mrs. Cellier by my Lady 
Powis's Ordet. After that time there was one Mrs. Airy, 
who uſed to carry money to the Catholicks in Priſon, 
ſhe ſaid that it was poſſible , as ſhe had been informed 
from ſome of the Prieſts in the Gate-bouſe,, that ſome 
things might be had under the hands of Knox and Lane 
that would be very material againſt Mr. Oates : She 
faid ſhe had been informed ſo. I then defired thar 
Mrs. Airy that Pen and Ink might be conveyed to 
chem, that they might have the convenience of giving it 
ander their hands, which the promiſed , and they did 
convey Pen and Ink under the door to this Mr. Lane; 

L. Ch. Juſt. How do you know that ? | 

Mr. Dangerfield. As Mrs. Airy told me. Then ſhe 
came again , and withal rold me, that it was Mr. 
Knox's deſire that Lane ſhould do fomething to ſignifie 
to him, or ſatishe him thar he did ſtand faſt , then Lane 
wrote a little note, and that note was to this effect. 
1 will die before 1 will comply with that Villam Oates , and if 
any good People will do me the kindneſs to get me my liberty, 
I will do the Catholicks the greateſt ſervice imaginable im daſs 
covering what I know about Mr. Oates. This I wrae from 
L the 
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the bottom of my heart, and ſhall die in it. So belp me God. 

L. Ch. Juft. How came you by the Note ? 

Mr. Dangerfield. This note was written by Lane's own 
hand,and given from under the door to one Mr. Parſons 
a Prieſt in the Gate-houſe. This Parſons ga' =4he note to 
Mrs. Airy , and ſhe gave it ro me; Re 1k 

L. Ch. Juſt. Do you know Lane's hand ? 

Mr. Dangerfield. Yes, very well, as I ſhall ſhew you 
anen. | 

L. Ch. Juſt. What became of the Note ? 

Mr. Dangerfield. My Lord, I don't know what. be- 
came of the Note, for the Counteſs of Powis had it after 
wards. 

L. Ch. Juit. Do you believe it was of Lane's own wri- 
ting ? | 
Mr. Dangerfield. 1 am very well fatished of it my 
Lord;according to the Judgment Iam capable togive of 
hands ; indeed I was not acquamred with his hand then, 
but that was the firſt ro my knowledge, that ever I ſaw 
of it; but after I having parred with the Note, and 
ſeeing ſome of his hand-writing, upon recollection 1 
can ſay I believe it was his own hand. 

L. Ch. Juſt. Did you ever lee the Note again ? 

Mr. Dangerfield. Never afterwards. And then my 
Lord , my Lady Powis was exceeding glad upon the 
hearing of it, and as I was informed of it afterwards, 
ſhe was the greateſt part of the following day upon 
her Knees, giving God thanks for the great advantage, 
and ſtrength that was come to their Caule. 

L. Ch. Juſt. What! for having a Villainto come over 
to- her fide, that ſwore backwards and forwards ? 

' Mr. Dangerfield. Afterwards I received money feve- 
fal times , and gave his Mother more to furnifh and re- 
lieve him. And ſeveral times afterwards I received mo- 
ney from Mrs. Cellier by Order of my Lady Powis fot 
the doirig of Lane's buſineſs, that is,for his liberry ; and 
I had the Papers from one Lawſon an Attorney , that had 
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was informed by him , a mortiort or tWo was made it 
this Bar for their Liberty, but however he began'to de- 
fpair of it, and I wasto underrake tr; bur withal he ſaid, 
he was glad he was rid of it, for he had beech ofren em- 
ployed in the buſtnels of the Catholicks, and it had im- 
paired his credit very much, aftd vety freely delivered 
the Papers ro me, which indeed were not manly. Aﬀer 
that, my Lord, I retained Mr. Swwders, asTrhink it was 
he, but there was 2 motion about it, and with great dif- 
ficulty I did get Lane ont rpon common Bail'; atid when 
| had done lo, according ro my Lady Pows's Order, ! 
brought him ro Powss Houle ; and chen my Lady Powis 
ordered, that he ſhould go by the Name of Johnſon ; be- 
cauſe if any of the Servants ſhould talk of one Lake being 
in the Houſe, it might come to Oatey's Ear, the Houle 
might be ſearch'd, and if he were forind there; ic might 
be prejudicial ro the Lords, and all their buſineſs. And 
then, my Lord, Mr. Wood came 2 little after with the 
fame Command from his Lord , and he had ome 
Order 

L. Ch. Juſt. Who is Wood ? 

Mr. Dangerfield, That Wood is triy Lady Pdwis's Gen: 
tleman : And he came and ordered'that my Lady Powss 
pave patticular Command to the Porter of the Houſe,in 
my hearing, that he ſhould give order to all the Servants, 
to have a particular eye and care that he did nor go from 
the Houſe, for they were very dubious of hin, having 
made ſo many Equivocations before , for they feared 
Mr. Oates might find him , or he ttiight go voluntarily 
ard make a Diſcovery of himſelf, and fo coritradi al 
ke had given an accompt of there: For,my Lbfd,before 
this, as ſoon as ever Lane was gone ont, they were very 
deſrous to have whar he had co ſay put in Wiiting ; bur 


they had not opportunity then, bur we let jt alone to 
other tine. Then, my Lotd, ſoori after, about 
three Weeks or a Month after ; F cannot be pofitive in 


the time, becauſe I had a great deal of bufinels upon iy 
hands ; bur I ſuppoſe it was abont three Weeks 67 2 
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Month after, my Lord Powi (ent for me to the Tower, 
and rold me he was informed that Mr. Oates was then 
making ſearch after Lane, and if he found: him art his 
Houſe, ir would be very prejudicial ro their bulineſs ; 
and he deſired me to take care, and to fend him qur of 
the way, that Mr. Oates might notfhind him, which I did ; 
and thinking of ſeveral. places, I conld not find any to 
convenient as Gray's in Eſſex, by the Warter-lide. I came 
to Lane, and cold him that he ſhould be furniſhed with 
mony and neceflaries for his Journey, and, in-order to ir, 
that very, day I took him and gave him a pair of Shooes 
and Ten chillings in his Pocker, and ſent him to Gray's. 
| received two Letters afterwards from this Laxe, by 
which Letters I am very well ſatished, that that Note 
that he wrote before that was given under the Door, 
was his Hand. So then I received a third Letter (Ithink) 
my Lord, and inthe Lerter he told me thar ſome Perſon 
of Mr. Oates's Acquaintance had been in that Town and 
ſeen him, and he thought ir was nor material that he 
ſaid any longer there, and defired to be removed. So 
then I ſhewed my Lady Powis the Letter, and I ſuppoſe 
my Lord Powis had an accompr of it alſo ; bur I cannor 
be poſitive in that, but I had order to remove Lane, and 
by my Lady Powis's means I ſent down one on Horſe- 
back, and he diſcharged ſome Debrs Lane had contract- 
ed in the Houſe, and ſent him away to London ; and af- 
ter his return to London, he continued three days more 
at my Lord Powss's Houle : Art which time, he lays, he 
was forced to lye upon the Chairs, for at that time were 
the St. Omers Witneſſes removed from Mrs. Celier's, be- 
cauſe they were afraid of being taken up by Sir Wilkam 
Waller, who was in ſearch for them. $So having ſome 
other buſineſs, I did not ſend him away preſently, bue 1 
had particular order to ſend Lane into Aa other place : 
And I did adviſe with Mrs. Celier where to {end him, and 
ſhe ſaid, I think it will be neceſlary to ſend him ro'Peter« 
ly, at one Mr. Waites's Houſe in Buckmghamſhire ; for, ſaid 
ſhe, they are Catholicks, and will bs ſure to take a par- 
ticular 
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ticular care of him : But T rbld her it would be t60 far, 
and I would think of forme place nearer ; and then | 
thought it would be neceſſary ro ſend him to Tatten- 
ham, to the Wiite Hart ; and there he ſtayed, I ſuppoſe, 
four or five Days, 'or a Week. This was aker the 
Tryal of the Five Jeſuits, as I remember. My Lord 
Powis ſent ro me, and told me ; Says he, I am in feve- 
ral doubrs about this Lane, and if tt ſhould be known 
* that he is Countenanced by me, or any of our people, 
it would not be well ; fol leave him wholly to you, 
do what you will wich him ; but I adviſe you to ſend 
for him up to Town, and give him Ten Shillings a 
Week, to live upon. So when I was art leiſure I ſent for 
him again from Tottenham, and I told him ; Mr. Lane, ir 
will be very neceſlary that you do take ſome care for a 
Livelihood about Town ; it is-not ſafenor advifeable 
for you to be about Pow Houſe ; and ar that time I 
took care he ſhould come there no more, and that it 
my Lord Powis's Servants ſhould meer hirn they ſhould 
take no Notice of him ; which they did perform I fup- 
poſe, and as I was told. Bur before this, and before I 
ſent Lane into the Country, the ſecond rime, as near as 
I can remember, Knox was at Liberry ; I had been en- 
deavouring, as ſoon as I had got Lane out of the Gate- 
houſe, to get Knox out alſo; but I found I could nor, 
and I lefr that. But have been informed by Mr. Knox 
himſelf, that one Mr. Nevil, alias Pame, was furniſhed 
with mony from the Lords in the Tower, for the get- 
ting of Knox's Liberty ; and this Nevil himſelf did fay, 
as Mr. Knox told mie, that he did it by their Order ; 
and from this Xiox, by Mrs. Celier's perfwaſion, I re- 
ceived feveral Papers, which were Informations againſt 
Oates; of, at leaſt, thoſe Papers thar' they had drawn 
up before they were in Cuſtody: Theſe Papers were 
ſent by me to the Tower, and from thence ro Mr: Ne- 
vil to enlarge upon, I ſuppoſe, as he rhonght fit ; and 
afrer ro my Lord Caftlemam , and afterwards they were 
re-ſent ro me by Mrs. Celier, who ordered me to. draw 
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up an Afidavit according to thole DireCtions , and get 
Lane ſworn to the ſame, which | did , and rook Lane, 
and asked him ; ſaid I , Mr. Lane, here is an Afidavi, 
can you ſwear it ; yes , ſaid he, I can ſwear it, before 
I read it to him. 


L. Ch. Juſt. I believe fo. 

M. Dangerfield. Nay , ſaid I, you know not what it 
is; ſo I readit to him; ſaid I, do you know this to be a - 
truth ; yes, ſaid he, I do know it to be all rrue : SaidI, 
[ will read it again to you, becauſe you -are to make 
Oath of it, and I would not have you do any thing, 
but what is fafe, and then we went to Sir James Butler, 
but he was not at home then to have it ſworn. 


L. Ch. Juft. What was the purport of that Afida- 
Vit ? 

Mr. Dangerfield. My Lord, I cannot well remember 
the Words , but ic was about accuſing Mr Oates of So- 
domy. | 


L. Ch. Juſt. On whom ? 
Mr. Dangerfield. It was for attempting Buggery on 
the body of this Lane. | 


L. Ch. Juſt. That was the Subſtance of it ? 

Mr. Dangerfield. Yes, my Lord : And I did take this 
Lane to Sir fames Butler , and he did make Affidavit that ir 
was true : And it was left there before Sir James Butler. 
[ ſuppoſe the Affidavit may be in Court, or a Copy of 
it. So my Lord, after that Lane being gone trom Powis- 


houſe , and I having no manner of converle with him 


more; but only that every Saturday I took care he 


ſhould have hismoney, ſometimes I went to his Mother's 
Lodgings and left it there for him, ſomerimes he would 
come to me for it: After this we were remov'd tron Powis- 
houſe to Mrs. Celliers; but he was always certain of 
Ten Shillings a Week. Sometimes he would pretend 
that 
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that it was too little for him to live upon ; and ſome- 
times I would give him Two , or Three, or Four Shil- 
lings more of my ſelf; but I had no Order to do that 
from any body. This is all my Lord , I do know of 
Lane as | remember. 

Mr. Juſtice Jones. What do you know of Knox ? 

Mr. Dangerfeld. . Knox firſt delivered to me thoſe Pa- 

rs, that were ſent firſt ro the Tower , and afterwards 
to Nevil, and afterwards to my Lord Caſtlemain, and re- 
delivered to me ; and I did deliver them again to Knox, 
after they were inlarged upon : AndI believe, after 
that, Knox had prevailed with Lane ro write them in his 
own hand. 


L. Ch. Juſt. Why do you believe (o ? 

Mr. Dangerfield. Becauſe being writ in a fair Hand, 
Kmx told me when the Papers were delivered , theſe 
are the main things that I am to work by , and theſe 
muſt be produced againſt Oates , and be writ over in a 
fairer hand , and by that I believe he prevailed with 


Lane to write it in his own hand. 


L. Ch. Juſt. Whoſe hand were they in? 

Mr. Dangerfield. It was a ſtrange hand ; I knew nor, 
and'/Þ-do not believe it was Knox's hand, though indeed, 
I can't tell, I know it not. 

Mr- Juſtice Joes. Did Knox ask you who had the per- 
ual of choſe Papers ? and who had made Addicions to 
rhem ? 

Mr. Dangerfield: No , he took the Papers , and took 
no notice of any addition or inlargement. 

Mr. Juſtice Pemberton. Pray Sir , tell the manner of 
the delivering of thoſe Papers. 

Mr. Dangerfield. Firſt ; by Mrs. Celker's perſwaſion, 
Knox delivered ro me 'the Papers , which imported 
the whole matter of the Charge againſt Mr. Oates 1 
Theſe 1 ſent to the Tower by Mrs. Celher's hands., from 
thence rhey were (ent to New to be enlarged upen; from 
thence 
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thence to my Lord Caſtlemain , who was alto to inlarge 
upon them , and from thence they were ſentto Mrs: 
Celker again , ' and from her delivered rome, and | de- 
livercd them to Knox again. I found by his diſcourſe 
and every thing elſe, that Mr. Kuox was deſtrous of 
my Correſpondence , but yet ſeemed as if he were 
ſhy of any body's taking norice of it. Said I, ro Mr. 
Knox , there is one Mrs. Downmg , that lives at 'Law 
beth over the Water , where Mr. Oates and Dr. Tongne, 
and ſeveral other Perſons nſed to meer ,” where 1/had 
been informed by ſome of the Catholicks ; by Parſons, 
my Lady Powis , and ſeveral others , that Mr. Oates, 
Dr. Tongue, my Lord of Danby , and others, did meer 
at the Almes-houſes there , where the Plor was con- 
trived and formed ; for chey pretended. ro me there 
was no ſuch thing really. So, faid I, it you will go 
with me, we will diſcourſe with her about the mar- 
er, for I heard ſhe talked! very freely:in ſeveral mar- 
ters nearly concerning Mr. Oates , and my:iLord of Dan» 
by , and other Perſons.

Mr. Cates again only @ do Mr. Knox ſervice. My Lord, ſometime 
aker this, Knox came to me at Mrs. Celiers, and told me he had done 
the Buſineſs, expreſling the greateſt Joy that could be. What Buſi- 
neſs, ſaid I 2 Osborn is come over, ſaid he, and T have had an account 
from the beginning to the end of all the tranſafions of his Maſter 
Oates, and I have nor only an account of it, bur it is put into writing, 
and 1 took Csborn before a Juſtice of Peace, wok he hath made 
Afſidavit of it- When I heard this, 1 chought ic would give grear 
ſatistaQtion to the Lords in the Tower, and dehred My. Knox to ler me 
have a Copy of chart Affidavit. He rold me, No, he thought it wonld 
not be marerial to let me have a Copy, for by that means it might 
become publick and be dilcoyered ; and, faid he, I have ſome Pe.

Powis, I gave her an account of it. Said ſhe, this man 1: very dili- 
gent, and deſeryes to be encouraged, and as ] believe gave the Lords 
in the Tower an account of it too, for then ſhe was lodg d at the Tower 
wich her Lord, and ſo her Ladiſhop told me: And, laid ſhe, do you 
know whether this man be in a condition to proſecute this Buſineſs 
againſt Mr. Cates? laid ſhe, I believe he is put upon this by m 
Lord of Danby, and he 1 believe takes care of him to turniſh him wi 
money. Said 1, Thave endeavoured to trace him out in that thing, 
and by all his Correſpondents 1 could never find, but only by one, 
that My, Knox was ever acquainted or held correſpondence wich my 
Lord of Danby, and that perſon is My. Nettervile, who is a worthy 
Gentleman of my acquaintance in the Pall-mall : And being in his 
Chamber, Knox came 1n, and ſpeaking merrily after bis manner ro 
him, faid he, Knox when were you at the Tawer with my Lord of 
Danby ? {aid he, I hold no corre{pondence with him.

I hope it vvill not be thought ſuch a Crime in us, ſee- 
ing there is nothing in ir, but that a young man was 
led away ; and only his folly,and his indiſcretion drew him 
in; not any malice or ill deſign.
